D>AB Sib— In oomplianoe witii your 
verbal reqaeet I bare the boaor to eaiNnit 
ior the oonslderatlon of the finance eom- 
mlttM atotemenU tbowing the actual con- 
dltteo of the traaanry on the 18th day of 
the preMnt month and an eatimate of the 
reew^ and ezpenditarea daring the re- 
mainder ot thia month and the month of 
Febmaiy. It will be aean from the state- 
menta that thai* ia an argent necesHity for 
tuch immediate action aa will repleniith 
the coin reserve, and enaUe thia depnrt- 
ment to continue the payment of public 
expenaes and discharge the obllgationB of 
the government to pensioners and other 
lawful creditors. 

When iny auntial report was prepared it 
waa estimated that the expenses during 
ihecurient flgcal year would exceed the 
recelpta to the iimouut of about $28,000,000, 
and I uskt d conRret* for authority to imne 
and sell bonds, or other forms of obllga- 
tidns, to an amount not exceeduiK $.50,000,- 
000, l>ejirinK h low riite of iiitiTfHt Had hav- 
ing a reasonably short timi' to run, to ena- 
ble thi! M crelary of the treasury to Hiip;)ly 
such (It lieiencioH !us miwht occ\ir in the rev- 
enues. The esriiiiate then made was b.i.-ed 
upoD the a.sKiini[)tion that the worst elTccts 
of our financial disturbances had already 
been realized and tliere would be a sub- 
htantial increaft! in the rcvenui s for tlic re- 
mainder of the year. While it was not Ix- 
lieved that the denciency then actually ex- 
isting would 1k! supiilied by increased rev- 
enues in tlip future, it WHS hoped that no 
ad<litional deficiency would occur; but the 
receipts and expenditures durin(< the 
month of December and up to the I'Jlh day 
of the present month show that the esti- 
mate! of a dellciency of $2s,o0o,ikx) at the 
close of the year was much too low.

If the same average monthly deflcienciee 
should continue, the total differenoee be- 
tween receipts and exenditures on the 80th 
of J uiie next will be $78,l«7,54a.

«nd the month of February will be $41.- 
W)0,iK)0, and the total expenditures will be 
t60,300,(iOU, showing a deficiency during the 
two mouths of $18,400,000; but this does not 
include any payments on account of the 
sugar bounty, claims for which to the 
amount of nearly $.'i,(KK),(lOO have already 
been presented, and are nfiw under investi- 
gation in the department.

It will appear from thia atatoment that 
the coin reserre haa bam radooed to 174.- 
106,148, and it is rrldeat from the oonditiaii 
of the treasury that the depa r t m e nt win 
have no means to defray the oedtnanr ax- 
peoBM of the government onleeaanrge 
part ot the payments are hereafter made 
out of that fund. If this is done, the ooin 
reserve will be reduced by the 1st of Feb- 
ruary to about $66,601,804, a aom wholly 
inadequate for the porpoaa for whiaa it 
was created. 

On account of this eritieal oondltloa of 
the treasury I have considered It my duty, 
la addition to the earnest recommenda- 
tions contained in my annual report, to ap- 
pear twice before your committee, and, 
attar full explauatloos of the situation.

While thia propoaed meaaora of relief 
has not yet been dlspoeed ot or oonatdered 
by the committee, the great difl^renoes of 
opinion whioh are known to exist in both 
branoheaof eong r ew oonoerni-^- the pro- 
priety of granting additional or amended 
authority to issue bonds In any form or 
for any purpose, render it doubtful 
whether new l^slation upon the subject 
can be secured in time to provide the 
means whioh are imperatively demanded 
in order to preserve the orodtft and honor 
of the government. 

Authority to Issue and sell bonds, for the 
purpose of maintaining specie payments, 
was expressly conferred upon the secretary 
of the treasury by the act of .Jan. 14, lb75. 
but it has not iH-en exercised since is?,), 
and, on account of the high rate of interest 
provided for, and the length of time such 
bonds would have to run, I have not l>een 
satisfied that such at. emergency existed a« 
woul<l clearly justify their issue. Hut the 
necessity lor relief at this time is so urgent, 
and the prospect of material improveniciit 
in the financial condition of liic uovcrn- 
meut is so proldeiiiatlcal that, unless .lu- 
thority to issue and sell short^-r t)onds, or 
Other oljliuations, iH'aring a lower rat.' of 
interest tli/iu tli;it sprciliiMl in the existing 
law, is granted by congress iit a very early 
day, I shall feel constrained by a sense of 
public duty to e.xercise the i)ower alreH<ly 
conferreil, to the e-xtent. at lea.st, of prii\ ui- 
ing an adefjuate coin reserve. If this ac- 
tion should l)e taken, congress outjict. 
nevertheles.s, to provide promptly for the 
deficiency in the revenues during the cur- 
rent fiscal year, and I will fiuiii tinte to 
time advise your committee of the con- 
dition of the trea.sury, in order that this 
subject may receive due consideration.

Section 15701, of the revised statutes, 
provides that "all stocks, hotids, tr. lusiu ". 
notes and other obligatium of the I'l ir d 
States shall be exempt from ta-xaiion liy 
or under state or mnncipal or local ati- 
thority. 

On account of this general etatut '. it 
was not propoaed in the bill whicli tiio 
secretaxT of the treasury laid before the 
senate nnance committee in the early 
part of last week to make any provision 
concerning the taxation of the bonds, 
which he u aaUng congress to authorize 
him tolwae. 

The hoitue of repreeentatiTee, by a rule 
adopted soma tm9 aapo, haa deilicat<^d 
all ita time to the iuOi at the toeaeut 
month to the oonridentkm of the Wilson 
tariff bill, and thereftne it would have 
been impoaiiUa for the aecsretaiy of the 
treaatuy to prooture any l^jislMion in 
that body before that time, and for this 
reason Secretary Carlisle thou^^ it nec- 
essary to make the application first to 
the committee on finance of the senate, 
which, he hopes, will act npon the meas- 
ure hi time to pnnvide tae neoeaaary 
means for the goremment. 

The bill, which is referred to in the 
foregoing letter, is as follows:

that in lieu of the descriptions of bonds 
therein authorized, the secretary of the 
treasury is hereby authorized to issue from 
time to time, an ho may deem necessary, 
and in such form as he may pre.scriln.', 
coupon or registered bonds of the 
United ^tatee In deuomiuations of 
96 dollara and multiples thereof, 
redeemable in coin at the pleasure 
of the United States after — years 
from date, bearing interest at a 
rate not exceeding 8 per cent per an- 
num, payable quarterly in coin, aud to 
sell the same at not less than par in coin; 
and the proceeds of such bonds shall be 
he held and used to maintain the parity of 
all forms of money coined or issued by the 
United States, but the secretary of the 
treasury is herelqr authorised to use from 
time to time such part of such proceeds as 
may be naoeasary to supply defldendes in 
the pnhUe ravenoaa durinig theflseal year 
1804.

TbA qtMtfeton of compulsory education 
W ieen iglktod ib Kentucky for a 
nurrtber of years, bnt no actual attempt 
has b^n made to enact a law on the sub- 
J«ot tmtil How. Hon. J. B. Hiles, the 
young member from Bracken Oonnty, 
has introddfoed a bill the ^otaie of 
Representatives looking to this end, and 
ife workiiig hard to Mean ita passage. 

Th« MtMHAg ia a 66pyof the bill, 
which was on Saturday reported to the 
House by the committee wiUiout an ex- 
pression ol opinion, bnt whlcn Vras order- 
ed to Ita second reading : 

Sec. 1. Be It enacted by the Gcneriil Assembly 
of the Commonwealth nf Kontiuky, That every 
P»rcnt, guardian or other person in the State of 
Kentucky having the control of any child or 
ehJldNn, betweea the aies of Mven (7) and four- 
te«n (U) years, ihall annnallr be required to 
•end nteh ohttd or children at leut twenty (20) 
weeks, ■brte«i#sClDief whtoli attendance ihall 
be oonswmtlTe, to loac pnbUc or prirate day 
abbool. FRvTlded, hon^erer, that thla actahall 
not apply lo any caee when the ehlld hai been 
or ia being taught at home In inch branehM as 
aie taught in the public schools, for a like period 
of time and aubject to the same examination as 
other pupils ol the dlitlrrvl ur oltf fi» whfch the 
child resides ; or whose physical Si con- 
dition renders his or her attendanoe impractica- 
ble or Incrpedient ; or who is excused by the 
Trustees of the school district, or the Board of 
Educalloti of the city In which the parent, guard- 
ian or person ImvinK < ')ntrol rrsides, upon Its be- 
ing Hliown to thfir satlsfiu tioii that the parent, 
guardian or the person having control was not 
able by reitson o( |>.>vtrty to clothe such child 
properly; or that he or Khe;hii.s iilready at^julrcd 
the ordiniiry branches retiulred by law ; or that 
there Is no school Ullght within tWO (9) mllSS by 
the nearest traveled roa<l. 

Sec. 2. Any parent, guardian or other person 
failing to comply with the provisions o( this act 
shall forfeit to the use of the public schools in 
the city, town or common school district in 
which such child resides a sum not less than five 
(S) nor more than twenty (20) duUan for the first 
oflbnse, nor lesk than ten (10) nor more than 
fifty (W) dollars for the second and every snbse- 
quent oiltose, and costs of suit 

See. 8. It shall be the duty of any school trus- 
tee or the President of the Board of Xdooatton to 
inquire into all oases of complaint and neglect of 
the dnty prescribed in- this act and shall notify 
in writing the parent, guardian or other person 
80 offending, that such complaint had been 
made, and if cause be not shown within five (5) 
days to at once procee<l against the responsible 
person as hereby provided ; and any school trtis- 
tee or I*regident of the Board oi Education neg- 
IcciiiiK to secure such prosecution for such of- 
fense within ten (10) days after a written notice 
has been served ou hlni by any t<ix-payer in said 
district or city, unless the person so coniplalned 
of shall be excused l)y tlic District or C ity Hoard 
of Education for reasons herein before stated, 
shiill forfeit to the use of the public school In the 
city, towu or coniuKPU scliool district In w hich 
said Trustee or I'residcut, of the Hoard of Kduca- 
tion resides, a sum not less tlmn ten (W) nor 
more than llfly (M) dollars. 

See. -1. Any person InivInK control of a chllil, 
who, with Intent to evade the provisions of 
this set, shall make a willfully false sutemcnt 
OOBoeming the age of such child or the time 
such child has attended school, shall for such of- 
fense forfeit a sum not less than Ave (6) nor more 
than twenty (90) dollars, for the nse of the pub- 
Ue schooU for sndi dty, town. Tillage or distriot. 

Sec. 0. Any flne and penalty mentioned in thU 
set mar be sued tor and reoorered before any 
^urt of tecord or Justice of the Peaoe of the 
proper county in the name of the Oommon- 
weiilih of Kentucky, for the use of the public 
schools of the city, town, village or district In 
which said child resides. 

Sec. f>. That upon the trial of any otfense as 
charged herein. If upou snch trial it slmll be de- 
termined that such prosecution wius malicious, 
then the cost in such ca.se shall b'- udjudKcd 
figainst the complaiuaut and collected as Hues In 
Other oases. 

Sec. 7. The conditions and provisions of this 
ittt shall apply to any parent, guardian or person 
having conlrbl of any colored child or children 
lu like manner as In sections 1, 2, 8, 4, 6 and i ; 
int nb white ehiid shal be compelled to attend 
dr beams apnptl m any school for colored chll- 

children.

At leiwt nnie Uvea 
paid the penalty of someonea curlesBuess 
and the list of known injured Ih IJ7, some 
of whom will probably die. So far an 
learned, one caase of the accident wna 
the heavy fvfx wliic-h prevailed. IJotli 
trains were well fille<l witli j)aHseiiKer» 
on their way to tlioir daily advdi atiuns 
and it seeniH a miracle that the death 
list wa« not iiicrcaHi d manifold. 

The Dover express hml slowetl up to 
make sure that the drawbridge was all 
right. The Orange accomniddation en- 
gineer, who fihuuld have done likewise, 
failed to take the precaution and crashed 
into the rear or the pre<'e<ling train. 
The last car on the express was a com- 
bination baggage jvnd smoker, and into 
this plunged the huge engine, cutting 
through the woodwork and sending 
splinters in all directiomt, with a force 
that showed the tremendous speed at 
which the train was traveling. The 
coach ahead of the smoker was telo- 
Booped by it, the roof torn out, and the 
Mats torn and twisted as though they 
were made of paper. The roof was 
thrown ahead tad partially telMOoped 
the third car. 

For a moment the passengers did not 
realize the situation, but in tlie next the 
shrieks of the wounded and dying and 
the noise of escaping steam told them 
that an awful calami^ had occurred. 
Those who ymt am injured were 
quickly at work fMOUBg their less for- 
tunate fellow passen^rs. Along the 
tracks the dead and dying and wounded 
lay strewn. Some of them had rolled 
to the bottom of the 15-fool smbank- 
ment on which the accident oocnrred. 

A short distance from the scene was a 
railroad tdfl^ph ofBoe, and from this a 
hturtiMl call was sent for assistanoe. Re- 
lief trains were immediately started, and 
before those on the train had realized 
ttw ittaatian they had arrived and a 
crowd had already gathered. . Ambu- 
lances taAplarBioians were also sent by 
police fnm both Jersey City and here, 
In the smoker every seat was occupied, 
and it is estimated that of the40pa88en- 
^ in Oa otf Ml QMauMvadaBtai- 
jured. 

After a fewmisolw tomothing like 
order was followed In the work of rescue 
and the victims were rapidly taken out 
from amongst the twisted iron and 
splintered tiuil ters. Tlie dead wiTe ho 
covered with dnst and blood tliat it waa 
almost imiHisHil/lf to identify tliein. The 
cries and niuaiiH of the injured were 
terrible. Ah soon as the wrecking train 
arrived such heavy parts as could Ihj 
e}u*ily reuiuveil were lifted from the 
track and then the work of rescue was 
soon conij)let«'<l. 

The woundtnl an<l dead w( re placed on 
the train and taken to .IirNey ('it v. 
Ambulances were there in readiness aiid 
those of the wounded who were unable 
to go honje wer(> taken to tlie hospitals. 
The dead wi re taken to the dIfllNBt 
morgues to await identification.

ACoutoHMtaBOBUl That la aPrnaad 
lak Skotoh on Oovomment Paper. 

Thomas T. Callahan of the govern- 
ment secret service department was in 
Brooklyn the other day looking for an 
exceedingly clever counterfeiter, who 
recently counterfeited a (50 bill, using 
only pen and ink. The paper was the 
regular silk fiber paper, made only by 
the government. The counterfeit bill 
was passed on a Now York bank and 
wan only detected when it reached the 
subtreasury and it was f<jund that the 
word "Series" had been omitted. There 
is no cine to the artist. 

This unique counterfeiter is supposed 
to be a man who has for years defied 
tho odorta of the United States secret 
service officers to detect him. There 
are specimens of his work on exhibition 
in Washington. His work has always 
been so perfect that it was almost im 
possible to detect a bill he made from 
the genuine article. It is all done with 
a pen and ink and on tho same quality 
paper that is used ia the genuine bills, 
The great diflicult in tho way of his 
capture is that he has no tools. He is 
an artist. He sits down and draws a 
bill as an artist draws a picture. Even 
if he was captured in his room with a 
bill in his possession, there might be 
no evidence to convict him, as he could 
say ho had received it from somebody 
else. It must require a long time for 
him to complete a single UU, and the 
skill he displays at his work is an indi 
cation that if be devoted his talents to 
honest empkymsnt ha would mito more 
money. 



Traasatlantlo Mall Service. 
The discussion of the question of 
American mail routes, which is peren 
nially rerivad in the En^b newspa 
pers, has at last taken a common sense 
torn. The British postal authorities are 
being roundly denoanced because they 
refuse to send the mails in fast steam- 
ers unless they carry tho British fiag. 
Twice last month the Saturday mails 
wera sent on a slow Onnarder, when 
they might havo reached New York 
two days earlier if dispatched by the 
American lino. The fast Uerinan boats 
leaving Southampton on Sunday and 
Thursday get no mail, except specially 
addressed aorreqiondenoe. The British 
authorities persist In limiting the mails 
to America to two per week, although 
four weekly mails are sent from New 
York. The protest is l)ecoming so loud 
that it is barely possible that a reform 
may be effected in the oonrse of Idme.

Is Part of Kmmu. 

In the Missouri river, near Leaven- 
worth, there is an island which has 
furnished thu land law officers of the 
government a novel problem. This is- 
land was on the Missouri side when it 
was surveyed in 1858. Now it is a le- 
gal part of Kansas. But that is not the 
queer thing about it. Islands in the 
Missouri frefiuently shift their alle- 
giance. 

Tlio trouble with this island is that it 
has boon growing. When the govern- 
ment officers surveyed it, tbey found 
600 acres, and that was the amount en- 
tered in the records. When two Leav- 
enworth men, Skillings and Diffen- 
dorf, took out patents for tho whole is- 
land the amount of land put in the pat- 
ents was SOO acres. But the island has 
been growing through all of these years 
in a way Missouri mar islands have a 
fashion of doing. There are now 1,400 
acres in the island. A coalbed, it has 
boon discovered, runs under the i8lan<l, 
and that tends to make the land more 
valuable. 

Recently squatters have tried to take 
possession of the surplus over and above 
the 500 acres claimed by the patentees. 
The later set up a claim to the growth. 
The land lawyers of tho government, 
after taking plenty of time to think 
about the case, have decided that Skil- 
lings and Diflendorf are entitled to the 
whole island under their original pat- 
ents.— St. Louis Olobe-Dsmoocal.
